NEBRASKA SET FOR TITLE DEFENSE

Last January 1, 1971, the Nebraska Cornhuskers defeated Louisiana 
State, 17-12, in the Orange Bowl and rocketed to the No. 1 spot in college 
football. 


They're still there, following a brilliant 12-0-0 season and one of the 
toughest tests any team has ever had—but they're not through yet. 


Not by a long shot, because on January 1, 1972 the Nebraska Corn- 
huskers will meet the powerful Crimson Tide of Alabama in the Orange 
Bowl, and once again No. 1 will be at stake. 


It's an interesting sidelight that Nebraska is the only team to ever win 
13 games in one year, and the Huskers have a chance to win 14 in 366 
days, if they can slip by Bear Bryant's No, 2 ranked challengers. 


Few teams ever experience the pressure Nebraska has endured since 
last New Years, and few players have relished the pressure as much as 
the 1971 Cornhuskers apparently do—they've responded like champions at 
every challenge. 


With every opponent shooting for an upset of the No. 1 team—Nebraska 
led from the start of the season in most polls—the Cornhuskers ripped off 
10 straight wins, including non-conference victories over Oregon, Minne- 
sota, Texas A&M and Utah State, but still were faced with one of the stiffest 
challenges in all history—Oklahoma at Norman on Thanksgiving Day, No, 
1 Nebraska vs. No. 2 Oklahoma, the greatest running team in history, and 
a national TV audience of over 55 million fans. 


Few who witnessed the titanic struggle will ever forget the thrills of 
Johnny Rodgers’ 72-yard punt return, Jeff Kinney’s 171 yards and four TDs, 
Jerry Tagge's running and passing, or the running of Sooner quarterback 
Jack Mildren and the receiving of end Jon Harrison. And in the end, No. 4 
ranked Nebraska won the “Game of the Decade” or the "Game of the Cen- 
tury," depending on which of the over 100 sportswriters stories you read, 
the way a real champion should—marching 84-yards to come from behind 
and go ahead, 35-31, with 1:38 left in the game. 

Thus, Nebraska is No, 1 and because of the loss inflicted upon Oklahoma, 
Alabama—also undefeated in 11 games and surely a tremendous football 
leam—vaulled to No. 2. So for the second time in one year Nebraska's 
Cornhuskers face the test few ever face once and none have ever faced 
twice—defending the No. 1 spot against the No. 2 team. 

Goach Bob Devaney’s Huskers are eagerly looking forward to meeting 
Alabama, and pressure is something they have thrived on as they have gone 
31 straight games without a loss and have won 22 stralght games. 

The 1971 Cornhuskers are a mixture of sensational veterans, and talented 
newcomers, all fine athletes and all playing with the zest of bright-eyed 
sophomores, 

In 12 games, the defending national champions have rushed for 3,100 
yards and passed for 2,152, a tolal offense output of 5,252 yards for an 
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average of 437.7 yards per game. And while the offense was scoring at a 
39.1 clip, the defensive Black Shirts were near the top in total defense 
and holding opponents to an average of 202.9 yards ‘and 8.2 points. 


While there was no question but what Nebraska achieved through a 
balanced attack, a rugged defense and a dedicated team effort, there 
were individual stars who shone brilliantly all fall. 


Nebraska in the Orange Bowl will feature six players who received All 
America honors— Jerry Tagge, Johnny Rodgers, Willie Harper, Rich Glover, 
Jeff Kinney and Larry Jacobson. Glover was honored by the Washington TD 
Club as the college lineman of the year and the Football Writers Association 
of America awarded the Outland Trophy to Jacobson as the finest guard or 
tackle in the nation. Seven other players earned All Big 8 honors. 


Not to be overlooked, of course, was the coaching of Bob Devaney and 
his assistants, who continue to live up to the “winningest in the nation” 
label. Devaney heads into the Orange Bowl with a nation leading per- 
centage of .818, based on 126-28-6 lifetime record. 


A quick check of the stars shows; 


—Jerry Tagge smashed all Nebraska passing marks and total offense, 
set a Big & career TD pass record and can become the league's all time 
totl offense leader in th Orang Bowl. 


—Johnny Rodgrs erased all Nebraska receiving and kick returning 
records and established four Big 8 records, and he's got another year 
fo go. He's one of the most exciting football players in the nation, and 
Nebraska's. most electrifying player in history, 


—Rich Glover twice earned Lineman of the Game honors on ABC-TV 
national games and was named National Lineman of the Week by the AP 
for his great game against Oklahoma, termed by Chris Schenkel and others 
as “the finest game by a defensive lineman |'ve seen." 


—tLarry Jacobson gained the Outland Trophy as the outstanding lineman 
in the nation from the Footbal! Writers. 


—Willie Harper continued to rank as the nation’s top defensive end, 
earning All America recognition, 


—Halfback Jeff Kinney became Nebraska's all-time rusher with 2,321 
yards and scored a record 33 TDs enroute to All America and All Big 8 
honors. 


There were others, like All Big 8 players Carl Johnson and Dick Rupert 
on offense; Bob Terrio, Bill Kosch, Jim Anderson and Joe Blahak on de- 
fense. 


But at all times, as the trademark of Bob Devaney’s teams has always 
been, the standout individuals were parts of a team effort; and the team 
effort in 1971 was superb. 

So once again Nebraska heads for another historic confrontation: No. 4 
vs. No. 2. 

With a great team, blessed with outstanding individuals, great coaching 
and loyal fans by the thousands, the Nebraska Cornhuskers once again 
relish the opportunity to prove: 

“We're No. 1!" 


UP! COACHES: NEBRASKA'S NO. 1 


New York (UPI)—Nebraska, which parlayed a rock-hard defense and a 
well-balanced offensive attack into a 12-0 season, is United Press Interna- 
tional's national collegiate regular season football champion for 1971. 

The Cornhuskers received 29 first place votes and 317 points from the 
32 coaches of the 35-member UPI board of coaches participating in the 
balloting. Nebraska easily out-pointed runnerup Alabama, its Orange Bowl 
foe which had 280 points. 

Oklahoma, which suffered its only loss to Nebraska, 35-31, on Thanks- 
giving Day, finished third with 249 points and unbeaten Michigan was fourth 
with 227 points. The Wolverines, Big Ten champions, received one first 
place vote, 

Auburn, with only its 31-7 loss to Alabama marring its record, was fifth 
and Arizona State was sixth. Following the Sun Devils, who lost only to 
Oregon State was Colorado. The seventh-ranked Buffs defeated everyone 
this season but Nebraska and Oklahoma. 

Georgia, Tennessee and LSU, three Southeastern Conference powers 
completed the Top 10. 

UPI’s national champion in cooperation with a decision of the American 
Football Coaches Association, is selected on regular season performance 
only and does not include post-season activity. This decision was affirmed 
by the association's board of trustees at the association convention at 
Houston, Tex. last January. Bill Murray of Duke, (he association's executive 
director, stated, ''This is the way the coaches want it." 

Nebraska, which combined the slick passing of quarterback Jerry Tagge 
with a devastating ground game Jed by running backs Jeff Kinney and All- 
American Johnny Rodgers, averaged over 39 points per game and out-scored 
its opponents 469-98,

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NEBRASKA LEADS AP POLL 


Nebraska and Alabama finished 1-2 in The Associated Press’ final reqular 
season college football poll, setting up their duel for the national! champion- 
ship in the Orange Bowl on New Year's Night. 

Nebraska's defending national champs received 48 first-place votes and 
1,086—14 short of a perfect score—from a nationwide panel of 55 sports 
writers and broadcasters. The Cornhuskers closed out a 12-0 regular season 
by trouncing Hawaii 45-3. 

Runner-up Alabama got four No. 1 votes—the other three went to fourth 
ranked Michigan and 954 points. The Crimson Tide finished 11-0. 

The final poll to decide the national championship will be taken following 
the bowl games.

Robert S. (Bob) Devaney reigns as the premier football coach in the 
nation as he takes his 1971 Nebraska team to Miami for the Orange Bowl 
game with Alabama on New Year's Night. 


Long honored as the “winningest coach in the nation" for his leading 
percentage, Devaney climbed to the pinacle last January 1st when his 
Cornhuskers defeated LSU in the Orange Bow! and Nebraska was declared 
the No. 1 team in the nation. 


Honors poured in—AP Trophy, Grantland Rice Trophy and many others 
—but the highlight came when President Richard Nixon visited Lincoln to 
speak to a University of Nebraska convocation and presented Devaney and 
the Husker co-captains with a plaque proclaiming the Cornhuskers “No. 1 
Team in the Nation.” 


There's been no break in the spotlight for Devaney, who picked up in 
September where he left off in Janaury—quiding the No. 1 team in the 
nation in flawless fashion. Devaney, with the aid of his veteran and highly 
effective assistants, kept the Huskers rolling with a high-powered offense 
and massive defense by utilizing humor, hard work, fun, outstanding plan- 
ning and teaching, Nebraska was expertly prepared for every game and 
the Huskers won 12 straight to maintain their No. 1 ranking and head into 
the Orange Bowl against Alabama. 


Honors were plentiful. Nebraska won the Big 8 for the third straight 
year and the seventh time in Devaney's 10 years at the helm. Devaney was 
voted NCAA District 6 Coach of the Year for the sixth time and wound up 
as the top candidate for national Coach of the Year honors. He'll head for 
Honolulu immediately after the Orange Bowl game to coach the North in 
(he Hula Bowl. 


Devaney is the winningest coach in the nation, based on percentage 
with a record of 126 wins, only 28 losses and six ties in 15 years for a 
.818 mark. At Nebraska his teams have won 91, lost only 18 and tied one 
in 10 years, following his 35-10-5 record at Wyoming. He's never had a 
losing season at Nebraska and he has directed three undeated season 
teams—1965, 1970, and 1971. 


Currently, Nebraska is in the midst of a 31-game streak without a defeat 
and a string of 22 consecutive victories, 


In addition to his great coaching record, Devaney has made Nebraska 
one of the most sought-after bowl teams in the nation. In 10 years his 
teams have gone to eight post season games, winning four and losing four, 
while thousands of Nebraska fans follow the Cornhuskers in brighi red 
costumes. 

Here is Devaney's year-by-year record at Nebraska, starting with 1962: 
9-2-0, 10-1-0, 9-2-0, 10-1-0, 9-2-0, 6-4-0, 6-4-0, 9-2-0, 11-0-1 and 12-0-0. 
The Huskers have played in the Gotham Bowl, Orange Bowl—this will be 
{heir fourth trip—the Cotton Bowl, the Sugar Bow! and the Sun Bowl. 


In 1970 Devaney was named Big 8 Coach of the Year for the fifth time 
and National Coach of the Year by Football News. He has served as coach 
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of numerous teams in post-season games such as the Coaches Ail America 
Game, All America Bowl, Blue-Gray Game, Hula Bowl, Shrine East-West 
Game. Actually, Devaney has posted a 15-0-0 record in 1971—12 regular 
season games, the Orange Bowl, the All America Bowl in Tampa and the 
Coaches All America game at Lubbock, Tex. 

Under Devaney’s outstanding leadership, too, the Cornhuskers have 
produced 15 All America players and 73 All Big 8 selections in the past 10 
years. 

Devaney is also Nebraska's Athletic Director, serving since 1967. Ne- 
braska's athletic program continues to grow and prosper under his direction, 
with a new Tartan track set for dedication in the spring, along with a new 
baseball park. Devaney has also spearheaded a drive for a new Athletic 
Coliseum which won approval of the 1971 Nebraska Legislature and Me- 
morial Stadium will be expanded by 9,400 seats before the 1972 season, 
raising the capacity to more than 76,000. Memorial Stadium also has re- 
ceived a beautiful new press box and AstroTurf since Devaney assumed the 
AD post. 

Starting his coaching career at Big Beaver High in Michigan, then 
moved to Keego Harbor and Saginaw before spending seven years at Alpena 
High where his teams had a 52-9-0 record. He then joined Biggie Munn, 
and later Duffy Daugherty, at Michigan State before becoming a head college 
coach at Wyoming. 

Devaney is married to his college sweetheart, the former Phyllis Wiley, 
and his son, Mike, and daughter, Patricia, are both graduates of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. He's a grandfather, too, with Mike's family including 
a daughter and a son. 


Bryant Moves Up to 4th 
DEVANEY STRENGTHENS GRIP ON NO. 1 


Bob Devaney, coach of the Nation's No. 1 ranked Nebraska strengthened 
his hold on the top ranking among college football coaches who have 
achieved 75 or more wins during the 1971 season. 


The Huskers went 12-0 on the season, upping Devaney's 15-year coach- 
ing record to 126-28-6 for a winning percentage of .818. He widened his 
lead over second-place Frank Kush of Arizona State (110-31-1) to 39 per- 
centage points. 

Meanwhile, Paul ‘‘Bear’’ Bryant was busy at Alabama. He guided a team 
expected to finish no better than fourth in the SEC to an 11-0 record, the 
conference title, and the No. 2 rating going into the Orange Bow! against 
No. 1 Nebraska. Bryant has a 27-year record of 211-66-15 for .762—good 
enough for fourth in the nation. Before the season he was sixth, but 
Johnny Vaught retired at Mississippi and Woody Hayes’ Ohio Staters fell 
to 6-4, 

Devaney's rank is determined by the annual selections of Elmore (Scoop) 
Hudgins, Southeastern Conference Information Director and former President 
of the College Sports Information Directors of America.

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NEBRASKA, TIDE RANK HIGH IN STATS 


Both the Nebraska Cornhuskers and the Alabama Crimson Tide ranked 
high in national statistics during the 1971 season. 

Nebraska ranked No. 2, nationally, in rushing defense (85.9 average), 
while Alabama ranked No, 8 (116.5). In scoring defense Alabama was No. 
2 (7.6) and Nebraska was No. 3 (8.2); in total defense Nebraska | as No. 5 
(202.9), Alabama was No. 7 (219.7). 

The Cornhuskers led the nation in avoiding pass interceptions, (2.1% 
interceptions on 6 of 280 attempts). Nebraska also ranked third in pass 
interceptions yards with 379. 

Offensively, Nebraska was No. 8 in total yards with an average of 437.7, 
while Alabama was 13th with 382.5, 

Nebraska had one individual leader in national statistics. Sophomore 
Rich Sanger led the nation in extra point kicking, hitting 60 (64 attempts). 
Sanger ranked 8th in kick-scoring with 75 points (6,3 average), while Ala- 
bama’s Bill Davis tied for third (6.8 average), also with 75 points. | 

Jerry Tagge ranked 10th in total offense (194.4 average) and 16th in 
passing (11.9 completions per game for 2,019 yards). Alabama's Johnny 
Musso was 20th in rushing with an average of 108.8 yards per game. Musso 
Was also fourth in scoring with 100 points, while NU’s Johnny Rodgers was 
ninth with 102 and Jeff Kinney was 15th with 96. Musso’s average was 10.0, 
while Rodgers’ was 8.5 and Kinney's was 8.0, 

Rodgers also ranked No. 8 in all-purpose running (rushing, pass receiy- 
ing and kick-returnina) with an average of 165.3 yards per game, In pass 
receiving, Rodgers was 14th with 872 yards and 4.4 receptions per game. 
Johnny ranked No. 3 in punt returns with 548 yards and a 16.6 average. 
Bobby McKinney of Alabama was 10th with a 13.0 average.

Nebraska led the Big 8 in rushing defense (85.9), passing defense (117.0), 
total defense (202.9) and scoring defense (8.2). 

Offensively, NU led the league in passing (179.3) and was second in 
total yards with (437.7), and scoring 39.1). The Huskers ranked third in 
rushing offense (258.3). 

Huskers claiming Big 8 stat titles were: Jerry Tagge in passing and total 
offense; and Johnny Rodgers in pass receiving, kickoff returns and he ranked 
fourth in tandem offense with an average of 114.8 per game.

PRESIDENT NIXON VISITS 
NEBRASKA—PRESENTS PLAQUE 


Amidst the tighest securlty precautions probably ever set up in Nebraska 
for a visiting dignitary, President of the United States Richard M. Nixon came 
to Cornhuskerland on January 14, 1971. 

Returning to Washington from his California White House, President Nixon 
stopped over In Lincoln for a "major speech directed at the future for young 
people,’ and announced new programs that Nebraska was to be a pilot 
school for at a later date. 

Speak he did and some 8,000 Nebraska students, faculty and frlends gave 
the President a warm Cornhusker welcome. 

But the festival atmosphere was charged with football fever because the 
President also came to honor the Nebraska Cornhuskers for winning the 
national championship. 

The Nebraska team, fresh from its 17-12 Orange Bowl win over LSU, sat 
next to the podium and prior to his speech, President Nixon called Coach 
Bob Devaney and co-captains Dan Schnelss and Jerry Murtaugh to the 
rostrum. 

With cheers filling the Coliseum, the President presented an engraved 
plaque, bearing the White House seal and his signature, proclaiming the 
results of the Big 8 season, Orange Bowl victory and the final Assoclated 
Press poll: 

“No. 1 College Football Team in the Nation.” 

lt was a big, proud day for the Cornhusker team and all Nebraskans. 


NO. 1 FINISHES IN 1970 & 1971 
NEBRASKA'S TOP MARK 


Nebraska's AP national championship in 1970 and UPI in 1971 were the 
highest Cornhusker finishes in history. 

The Huskers were No. 1 in the AP poll and in most other ratings last 
year, but were No. 3 in the final UPI poll which is released at the end of 
the regular season. This year's final UPI voted Nebraska Number One by a 
near-unanimous vote. It was the fifth Top 10 finish for a Bob Devaney 
team. Previous high Husker finish was in 1965 when NU was No. 3 In the 
United Press International final poll of the coaches. The Huskers also 
ranked No. 3 in the Associated Press poll prior to the Orange Bowl, but 
dropped to No. 5 after the loss to Alabama.

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BOWL SCOUTS KEEP CLOSE TABS 
ON NEBRASKA EACH YEAR 


Post-season team pickers have ranked the Nebraska Cornhuskers as a 
bowl contender nine straight years under Coach Bob Devaney, and seven 
of those seasons the Cornhuskers have swung into colorful action after 
the regular season. 


Nebraska continues to be a magic name with the bowl officials because 
Bob Devaney’s teams play tough, exciting and colorful football, and Corn- 
husker fans follow their beloved Big Red anywhere, anytime. 


In 1969, for example, the Cornhuskers whacked Georgla, 45-6, In the 
Sun Bowl and the 7,000-plus Nebraskans who trekked to El Paso set a 
visiting team record. Last December some 15,000 Husker fans trooped to 
Miami to watch NU whip LSU 17-12, and clinch the national title. 


This year Nebraska received 25,000 requests for 12,500 Orange Bowl 
tickets—after taking 8,000 fans to Hawaii on Dec. 4. 


Nebraska fans have established similar records at the Sugar and Cotton 
Bowls in years past. |t's interesting to note that in 1964, the Huskers 
received some 20,000 Cotton Bowl orders for the allotted 12,000 seats— 
most of them post-marked on the day ticket orders were permitted to start. 


Overall, Nebraska is 4-5-0 in post-season play, but Devaney-coached 
teams are 4-3-0. 


Nebraska is the only Big 8 school ever to be invited to the Rose Bowl 
and the only Big 8 school to have the distinction of playing In all four 
of the major bowls—Rose, Orange, Cotton and Sugar. 


The Huskers’ first Bowl game was the 1941 Rose Bowl contest In which 
the Big 6 champions put up a heroic and colorful struggle before dropping 
a 21-13 decision to the great Stanford team, coached by Clark Shaughnessey 
and quarterbacked by Frankie Albert as the nation went T-crazy. 


Duke socked the Huskers, 34-7, in the 1955 Orange Bowl game as Ne- 
braska got a bid because Oklahoma was not permitted to make a second 
successive appearance in Miami due to Blg 8 legislation. 

Devaney made short work of changing Nebraska's bow! image. His 1962 
team out-skated Miami U., and George Mira, 36-34, on the frozen turf of 
Yankee Stadium in the final Gotham Bowl game. In 1963 the Huskers took 
a great 13-7 victory over Auburn in the 1964 Orange Bow! game, pepped 
by a 68-yard TD run by Dennis Claridge and a pair of record field goals 
by Dave Theisen. 

Arkansas won the Grantland Rice Trophy by nipping Nebraska, 10-7, In 
the final minutes of the 1965 Cotton Bowl game, and Alabama took home 
the national championship—at Nebraska's expense—the following year when 
the unbeaten and No. 3 ranked Huskers dropped a 39-28 decision In the 
1966 Orange Bowl game despite a record-matching three TD passes by 
Bobby Churchich. 

Alabama spoiled Nebraska's Sugar Bowl trip in 1967 by defeating the 
Huskers, 34-7, but Devaney's Big Red regained their bowl lustre in 1969 
at the Sun Bowl, and wowed the nation last New Year's night in the Orange 
Bowl.

D. B. Woody” Varner became chancellor of the University of Nebraska 
with University-wide responsibilities on February 1, 1970 after having served 
10 years as chancellor of Oakland University in the Michigan State System 
at Rochester, Michigan. His title changed to President In 1971. 


He succeeded Dr. Merk Hobson who served as acting chancellor and 
later as chancellor after Dr. Clifford M. Hardin became U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture on January 20, 1969. 


Varner, 53, Is the chief executive officer of the University of Nebraska 
which Includes the University campuses In Lincoln and all outstate activi- 
ties; the University of Nebraska at Omaha, and the University Medical 
Center at Omaha. 


The President is a native of Texas and graduated from Texas A&M 
in 1940, He received a master’s degree in political sclence and economics 
from the University of Chicago in 1949. 


Varner began his career as assistant to the president of the Federal 
Land Bank of Houston, Texas, In 1940. He served four years In the Armed 
Services during World War || and attained the rank of lieutenant colonel. 
Following military service, he served as assistant dean of students at 
Texas A&M. 


From 1949 to 1959, he was a faculty member at Michigan State Unl- 
versity at East Lansing. He first served as assistant professor of agriculture 
and was director of the Cooperative Extension Service from 1952-55. From 
1955-59, he was vice president of Michigan State University in charge of 
off-campus education programs and director of continulng education, 


In 1959, he was named Chancellor of Oakland University, a new Institu- 
tion and helped lay the plans for It. Under his leadership, the University 
advanced quickly In both size and academic distinction. From its beginning 
with 570 students in 1959, the enrollment at Oakland University has grown 
to more than 5,800 and is expected to reach 11,000 by 1975. 


Varner and his wife, Paula are the parents of three children: Susan, a 
student at Lincoln Southeast High School; Judith, now Mrs. Arthur Seaman 
of Hartford, Conn., and Tom of St. Clair, Michigan.

Dr. C. Peter Magrath became Interim Chancellor and Interim Vice- 
President of the University of Nebraska Lincoln Campuses and Outstate 
Activities in August, 1971, following the resignation of Dr. Joseph Soshnik, 
Soshnik had been president of the university, but following his resignation, 
the titles of the president's and chancellor's offices were switched. Magrath 
will serve in his present capacity until February 1, 1972, when Dr, James H. 
Zumberge will take over as chancellor, 

Magrath was appointed Dean of the Faculties at the University of Ne- 
braska in April, 1969, after having served since June, 1968, as Dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences. 

He came to the University from Brown University where he served on the 
political science faculty, moving up through the ranks from Instructor in 
1961 to Professor in 1968. 

Born in New York City in 1933, and a resident of Brooklyn till the age 
of thirteen, Magrath received a bachelor of arts degree summa cum laude 
from the University of New Hampshire in 1955 and a doctoral degree in 
Political Science from Cornell University in 1962. He served in the U.S. 
Army from 1955-57. 

He is an associate member of the American Association of University 
Professors and a member of the American Political Science Association, 
Law and Society Association, Organization of American Historians, in addi- 
tion to being a member of Phi Beta Kappa and other academic honorary 
societies. 

Magrath is married to the former Sandra Hughes and has a thirteen- 
year-old daughter, Valerie Ruth.

The marching band is one of several outstanding musical groups at the 
university—the Symphonic Band, top performing organization, the Collegiate 
Band, the ROTC Band, the Brass Ensemble, the Woodwind Choir and the 
Brass Cholr. 

The Cornhusker Band provided a sparkling Orange Bowl half-time show, 
marking its eighth bowl appearance. It is the only Big 8 band to perform In 
the Rose, Orange, Cotton and Sugar Bowl circuit and also includes the Sun 
Bowl on its list of achievements. 


DON LENTZ, JACK SNIDER—GREAT BATON TEAM 


The University of Nebraska is fortunate to have two outstanding musical 
experts directing its fine band program—Donald A. Lentz, who Is Director 
of Bands, and Jack R. Snider, Assistant Director of 
Bands and director of the Cornhusker Marching Band. 

Mr. Lentz is nationally known as an outstanding flute 
player, composer and author. Heading the Nebraska 
band program since 1937—he is the father of Band 
Day, which has become a national by-word—he previ- 
ously played under some of the world’s great con- 
ductors in the New York Symphony, the Barrere Sym- 
phony, the Sousa Band, and in the theater, ballet and 
radio. 

Prof. Lentz is an expert in the field of oriental scale 
systems, having studied the Hindu, Thai and Indonesia 

DON LENTZ scale systems in the Orient in 1956-57 and 1962. He 
has. recently authored a book, “Tones and Intervals of Hindu Classical Mu- 
sic.” Among his band compositions are “Bakonian Legend,” ‘Panomime,” 
and “Samana.” 


Prof. Snider has worked closely with Mr. Lentz In 
the development of the Nebraska band program, and 
has been most active in directing the Marching Band, 
He also directs the Collegiate and ROTC bands, the 
Brass Ensemble and Brass Choir. 

A 1949 graduate of Nebraska, Prof. Snider taught 
in the Kearney schools before joining the NU faculty 
in 1951. He plays Principal French Horn with the Lin- 
coln Symphony and also serves as assistant conduc- 
tor.

Prior to 1900, Nebraska football teams were known by such names as 
the Old Gold Knights, Antelopes and the Bugeaters. 
But in 1900, Lincoln sportswriter Charles S. (Cy) Sherman, who was to 


gain national renown as the sports editor of the 
Lincoln Star—he also helped originate the Asso- 
ciated Press ranking poll—tired of referring to the 
Nebraska teams in such an unglamorous term as 
Bugeaters. 

lowa had from time to time been called the 
Cornhuskers, and the name appealed to Cy. Jowa 
partisans seemed to prefer Hawkeyes, so Cy 
started referring to the Nebraska team as Corn- 
huskers and the 1900 team was first to bear that 
label. 

Of course, the name caught on and became a 
Nebraska by-word. 

There is no official symbol of a Cornhusker and 
various cartoonists have caricatured the mystical 
something that typifies Nebraska football, At the 
present time, the University of Nebraska Athletic 
Department uses as |is symbol a caricature of the 


great Nebraska fan—the fellow attired from head to foot in red. 

The drawing of Big Red—by artist Bill Goggins—tirst appeared in the 
Nebraska Farmer and that publication has given permission for the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska Athletic Department to use Mr. Big Red.

NEBRASKA OPENS NATIONAL TITLE 
DEFENSE BY RIPPING OREGON, 34-7 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(September 11, 1971)—Defending National Champion 
Nebraska opened the 1971 season with a convincing 34-7 victory over 
PAC-8 power Oregon. It was Nebraska’s 20th straight game without a 
defeat. 

A crowd of 67,437 at Memorial Stadium saw the Cornhuskers shut-out 
the Ducks until late in the fourth quarter when a fumbled punt by a Husker 
reserve gave Oregon a shot at seven points. 

“While the NU defense was halting the potent Ducks with only 86 yards 
rushing and 118 yards through the air, the Husker offense flashed great 
opening form. 

Nebraska’s star |-Back Jeff Kinney ran for 124 yards to completely over 
shadow Duck ace Bobby Moore, as the Cornhuskers piled up 298 yards on 
the ground. NU added another 117 yards as Jerry Tagge hit 8 of 10 passes. 

Kinney's 1971 debut was complimented by the fine back-up performance 
of junior college transfer Gary Dixon, who scored three TDs. Actually, all 
NU tallies came from the |-Backs—one by Kinney, three by Dixon and one 
by Randy Butts.

HUSKERS WIN 7TH STRAIGHT 
OVER MINNESOTA GOPHERS 35-7 


Lincoln, Nebraska— (September 18, 1971)— Husker Johnny Rodgers 
caught three Jerry Tagge passes to propel Nebraska to a 35-7 victory over 
Minnesota before record crowd of 68,187 fans. 

The win was No. 21 without a defeat for Nebraska, and the Huskers 
seventh straight over Minnesota. 

Tagge hit Rodgers with a 28-yard scoring pass to open the scoring in 
the first period and a one-yard blast by Jeff Kinney made it 14-0 at the 
quarter. 

After Minnesota pulled up 14-7 in the second quarter on Jim Henry's 
six-yard run, Tagge marched the Huskers 80 yards to score just before the 
half. Kinney got his second TD on a two-yard plunge. 
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In the third quarter, Tagge hit Rodgers with strikes of 20 and 37 yards 
to get Johnny in the receiving book (tying Clarence Swanson's 1921 record) 
and himself in the passing archives (tying Bob Churchich’s 1966 Orange 
Bowl mark). 

Tagge’s 233 yards of total offense and Rodgers’ 126 yards in receptions 
Were the individual highlights as No. 1 ranked Nebraska made it 2-0.

A crowd of 67,993 saw Husker fullback Bill Olds open the scoring with 
a 67-yard sprint, and Jerry Tagge score on a one-yard plunge and throw a 
32-yard pass to slotback Johnny Rodgers. 

But the most sensational tally came on a 98-yard kickoff return by 
Rodgers to open the second half, and safety Bill Kosch's 95-yard intercep- 
tion TD to give the Huskers a 34-0 lead in the fourth quarter. 

The Aggies gamely countered with a 94-yard TD via a kickoff return 
in the closing minutes of the game.

Lincoln, Nebraska—(October 16, 1971)—Nebraska's Black Shirts went 
on a record rampage and the offense waltzed on a Field Day as the Corn- 
huskers blasted Kansas, 55-0, 

It was Nebraska's 25th straight without a defeat and the Black Shirts’ 
second straight Big 8 shutout. 

So potent was the NU defense that Kansas was held to a record minus 
-42 yards rushing and only 56 yards of total offense. 

Meanwhile, Nebraska's offense went on a swinging spree. The Huskers 
rushed for 411 yards and had a 538-56 bulge on the Jayhawks. 

Jeff Kinney scored TDs on runs of one and 66 yards, Johnny Rogers 
caught a 37-yard TD pass and ran 13 yards for another, QBs Jerry Tagge 
and Van Brownson each plunged for a score and Gary Dixon got his fourth 
TD of the season. 

The capper came when Pat Fischer—the fifth family member to play for 
the Cornhuskers (son of Coach Cletus Fischer) intercepted a Jayhawk pass 
and returned it 14 yards to score. 

Ranked No. 1, boasting two straight shutouts and a 6-0 record, Nebraska’s 
next stop would be at Oklahoma State,

Stillwater, Oklahoma—(October 23, 1971) .. . Nebraska's defense com- 
pletely bottled up the Oklahoma State Cowboys as the Cornhuskers raced to 
a 41-13 win before another sellout crowd of 37,000. 

It was Nebraska's 25th game without a defeat, 17th win in a row and 
the Huskers’ third straight Big 8 win. 

The Black Shirts shut out the Gowboys for three and a half quarters, 
but the Husker reserves gave up two TDs late in the game. 

While the Big Red defense throttled the Cowboys, Nebraska's defense 
ripped OSU for a comfortable lead. 


Jeff Kinney got NU rolling with a 25-yard TD run in the first quarter 
and Dave Mason made it 14-0 with a 28-yard interception return tally. Jerry 
Tagge fired a 42-yard TD pass to Jerry List for a 21-0 halftime lead. 

Another Kinney run and a Tagge-to-Johnny Rodgers pass made it 34-0, 
after three quarters. Rodgers provided the big thrill of the day with a 92-yard 
record-breaking punt return to open the fourth quarter before NU reserves 
took over.

HUSKERS PASS "BIG TEST” 
POP COLORADO BUFFS, 31-7 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(October 30, 1971) . . . Faced with their first big 
challenge of the season, the No. 1 ranked Nebraska Cornhuskers ripped 
Colorado, 31-7, before 67,766, rain-soaked fans and a national television 
audience of millions. 

it was Nebraska's 26th game without a defeat, the Huskers’ 18th con- 
secutive victory, and rushed their Big 8 record to 4-0. 

Nebraska, paced by the running of Jeff Kinney, the passing of Jerry 
Tagge, the kicking of Rich Sanger and its usual rock-ribbed defense, put 
the Buffs away with a 24-point first half. 

So tough was the Husker defense that Colorado managed only 108 yards 
rushing, 52-yards passing and one broken-play touchdown. 
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Kinney got the Huskers rolling in the first quarter after John Adkins 
recovered a fumble at the CU 16. Kinney carried twice, the second time 
for a 11-yard TD. 


Dave Mason's interception set the stage for a 65-yard TD drive, with 
Tagge hitting Maury Damkroger with a five-yard scoring pass and a 14-0 
lead in the second quarter. After CU pulled up 14-7, Tagge drove the 
Huskers 76-yards and scored from the one. Sanger’s 27-yard field goal made 


jt 24-7 at halftime. 


Nebraska capitalized on Cliff Branch's fumbled punt in the third quarter, 
with Kinney capping the 25-yard march with his second TD. He led all

HUSKERS GET THIRD BIG 8 
SHUTOUT; BLAST IOWA STATE, 37-0 


Lincoln, Nebraska—(November 6, 1971) . . . Nebraska closed its home 
season by blasting lowa State, 37-0, for the Huskers’ third Big 8 shut-out. 


A roaring crowd of 67,201 fans watched the Huskers win their 719th 
straight game and their 28th game without defeat as they boosted their 
Big 8 record to 5-0, 


Johnny Rodgers scored two touchdowns—one a 62-yard punt return— 
and Rich Sanger kicked three field goals to pace the Husker offense. 
Defensively, the Black Shirts did it again—holding lowa State to only 65 
yards rushing and a mere 40 yards passing. 


Sanger kicked field goals of 26, 27 and 39 yards, plus four PATs to lead 
NU scoring with 13 points. 


Rodgers got the first Husker TD with a 10-yard run in the first quarter, 
but it was his second quarter punt return that broke the game open. It was 
one of the most colorful and dramatic runs in NU history as Rodgers cut, 
twisted, turned and finally blasted into the end zone. 


Quarterbacks Jerry Tagge and Van Brownson also sneaked over for TDs, 


Nebraska's 19 seniors wound up their NU home careers with a Memorial 
Stadium record of 18-1-0 and boosted their total mark to 29-2-1 as they 
headed for Kansas State, Oklahoma and Hawaii.

HUSKERS WIN NO. 10 BY PASTING 
KANSAS STATE WILDCATS, 44-17 


Manhattan, Kansas—(November 13, 1971) . . . Record-breaking perform- 
ances by quarterback Jerry Tagge and receiver Johnny Rodgers insured a 
44-17 victory over Kansas State before a crowd of 42,300. 


It was Nebraska's 20th straight win and 29th game without a defeat, 
dating back to 1969, setting the stage for the monumental showdown with 
No. 2 ranked Oklahoma at Norman on Thanksgiving Day. 


The No. 1 ranked Cornhuskers went right to work against the Wildcats, 
who pressed at one point, 14-9, by driving for touchdowns the first four 
times they got possession of the ball, Tagge directed drives of 80, 94, 79 
and 34 yards as the Huskers jumped to a 30-9 halftime lead. 


Jerry had a sensational passing day, hitting 20 of 28 for 285 yards and 
three touchdowns. He also ran for 24 yards, giving him a total offense 
figure of 309 for a new Nebraska record. It also boosted him into the No. 2 
spot in Big 8 history behind Lynn Dickey and enabled him to become the 
first Cornhusker to ever pass the 5,000-yard mark. 


Rodgers was on the receiving end of 10 Tagge passes, including two 
TDs, and netted 125 yards. This performance enabled him to set a new 
season TD record (10), a new season reception record (45), a new career 
reception record (84), in addition to establishing new marks in season and 
career punt return yardage. 


While it was dented for a season high of 17 points, Nebraska's defense 
held K-State to only 57 yards rushing and 179 yards passing to maintain 
its ranking as the top defensive team in the nation, 


So armed with a 10-0-0 record, the Cornhuskers started priming for the 
trip to Norman and the historic meeting with the Oklahoma Sooners (9-0-0) 
to determine the 1971 Big 8 and national champion.

Huskers Overcome Sooners, 35-31, 
To Win First ‘Game of Century’ 


Norman, Oklahoma—(November 25, 1971)—lIt was billed as the “Game 
of the Decade" and came across the the ‘‘Game of the Century.’' That's 
the story of the Nebraska-Oklahoma game, won by the Cornhuskers, 35-31, 
before 61,826 fans at Owen Field and the largest TV audience ever to watch 
a college game—more than 55,000,000 home viewers, 


In one of the finest, most exciting and best covered (hundreds of writers, 
broadcasters and photographers from all parts of the nation), the Corn- 
huskers twice came from behind in the second half to pull out a sensational 
victory and maintain their No, 1 national ranking. 


No. 2 ranked Oklahoma, led by a great quarterbacking job from Wish- 
bone artist Jack Mildren, gave the Huskers a magnificent battle before 
becoming Nebraska’s 21st straight victim. It was also Nebraska's 30th 
Straight win without a defeat. 


Johnny Rodgers provided the lightening to ignite the Cornhuskers to an 
early 7-0 lead, but it was the quarterbacking of Jerry Tagge and the run- 
ning of Jeff Kinney which sparked the final drive after the Black Shirts— 
spearheaded by Rich Glover and Outland Trophy winner Larry Jacobson— 
had blunted but not stopped the Wishbone. 


With 7:10 left in the game, Oklahoma took the lead, 31-28, and then 
the Cornhuskers went to work. The Huskers took 5:32 to march 74 yards 
in 12 plays for the Winning TD. In the final 1:38 remaining for the Sooners 
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the Black Shirts stopped them cold and NU sacked up Its third straight 
Big 8 title, the UP! National Title, and firmed its bid for a repeat concensus 
No. 1, 


Rodgers electrified the huge audience with 11:28 left in the first quarter 
when he took a Sooner punt, twisted, turned and sprinted down the east 
sideline—spring by a Joe Blahak block on Joe Wylie—72 yards to score. 
Rich Sanger kicked the first of five PATS to open the festivities. 


The Black Shirts forced Oklahoma to settle for a field goal late in the 
first quarter, then forged a 14-3 lead when Jeff Kinney got the first of his 
four TDs from the one with 11.08 left in the half. But the Sooner Wishbone 
was far from finished as Jack Mildren scored to make it 14-10 with 5;10 
left in the half and on the final seconds the Sooners struck again, via a 
24-yard Mildren-to-Jon Harrison pass. for a 17-14 halftime lead. 


Nebraska again took an 11-point lead in the third quarter, thanks to two 
drives and Kinney plunges and it was 28-17 with 3:38 left in the quarter. 
Back came Oklahoma and Mildren ran another in to make It 28-24 with one 
quarter left. 


Tagge again marched the Huskers goalward, but fumbled and Oklahoma 
caught fire. With Mildren running and passing, OU electrified the nation by 
taking the lead for the second time, this by a 31-28 margin with 7:10 left 
in the game, 


Then came the test of the champions—and Nebraska responded, ram- 
ming to victory and settling the No. 1 debate, at least until January 1. 


Highlights, of course, were plentiful, but most impressive were such 
notable accomplishments as Jeff Kinney running for 171 yards and four TDs 
. . Jerry Tagge guiding the Huskers with excellence and authority... 
Johnny Rodgers’ dazzling running and receiving . . . Rich Glovers’ 22 
tackles, tabbed the "greatest job by a defensive lineman ever seen" by many 
. .. Larry Jacobson’s awsome pass rushes , . . and the Black Shirts holding 
Greg Pruitt to only 53 yards rushing.

Rich Sanger kicked a 32-yard field goal to get the Huskers rolling early 
and Dave Mason's interception and 25-yard run for a TD made It 10-0, 
Jerry Tagge then hit Jerry List for an 80-yard TD play and NU led, 17-0, 
at the quarter.
